It took an hour to get to 
Doctors West Hospital, 
where they were provided 
shelter, There Gwinn was 
given a-shot of Novocain, 
to relieve the pain from the 
exposure, and aspirin. 

Although the hospital 
provided ~—_vitally-needed 
warmth, it had not yet been 
set up by the Red Cross 
and did not have the 
necessary supplies to take 
care of the approximately 
125 evacuees that were 
there from the apartments.

City Council, certain racist whites 
have longed for any opportunity to 
discredit him. 

The_smear articles and the ouster 
move against the seven councilmen, 
in no way means that the other Black 
City Councilmen are being 
overlooked. For, inasmuch as they 
proceeded against any of these 
counciimen, they intended the smear 
to apply to all. 

Now is the time for the thirteen 
Black Councilmen to close ranks 
and establish tight unity. Deep within

Models are important. 
We need modern day 
heroes and heroines from 
all races and. classes 
whose lives provide 
lessons in how to be all 
that we are meant to be. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. led 
such a life. and it is right 
and fittifig that January 16. 
should be set aside as an 
official holiday. For some 
in Ohio the very existence 
of this holiday has special 
significance. That Dr. King 
should be’ so com- 
memorated is both highly 
appropriate and tragically 
unique. His living and his 
dying instructs blacks and 
whites alike and it is well 
on this occasion to review 
a few of the important 
lessons he taught. 

First and foremost, | Dr. 
King defined with painful 
Clarity: the” injustices per- 
petuated upon black 
persons in this society. But 
having made the problem 
Clear and having captured 
the American conscience, 
he set forth a dream to 
work toward and in so 
doing he taught us all the 
importance of vision for 
our time. His dream, as yet 
unfulfilled, .continues—.to 
inspire black and white, 
men and women, young 
and old, rich and poor. Dr. 
King’s dream remains an 
urgent matter for American 
society and we must be 
vigilant in maintaining our 
vision. 

Not only did Dr. King 
teach us how to dream, but- 
he taught us the practical 
content of that dream. “I 
have a dream...the 
audacity to believe that 
people. everywhere can- 
have three meals a day for 
their bodies, education 
and culture for their minds, 
and dignity, equality and 
freedom for their spirits.” 
As an educator, | must 
commend to all. the 
challenge of human dignity 
that has so long 
denied to so many.

Black Educator 
Sounds Off On 
Desegration 


WASHINGTON — The superintendent of the predom- 
inantly black District of Columbia school system is pin- 
ning his hopes for integrated schools on providing better 
schools which will attract whites, rather than using a 
busing plan involving @ nearby white suburban district. 

“| refuse to be blackjacked and hoodwinked that we 
have got to get the bus running to solve educational 
Problems,” Supt. Vincent Reed told a group of education 
writers here Tuesday. 

REED, A BLACK, rejected use of a busing plan for his 
district, which is 97 percent black, because equality of 
educational facilities, he said, is not the district's 
problem. 

Reed said he believes the system's role is to give its 
130,000 students a basic, sound education. 

REED WAS RELUCTANT to comment on other large 
school systems which have undergone court-ordered 
desegregation. 

However, Reed said, as a personal observation, he has 
not seen any studies where cities ch have been 
forced to integrate (their schools) Nave derived any 
benefits involving quality education. 

“In my opinion, no one has proved to me that at the 
end of the bus ride students have a better education 
waiting,” he said, He quickly added that that does not 
mean that such data does not exist. 

REED-SAID HE does not believe that because black 
students are sitting next to white students, the black 
Students will get a better education. He said that is a 
misconception a lot of black people hold. 

Reed said“he does not believe quality education has 
anything to do with race. 

He indicated it is preferable for schools to provide a 
quality education and social development (mixing with 
other races and cultures). 

HOWEVER, IF A choice had to be made between the 
Fhe goals, Reed said, he would take quality education

Even while the U.S, Supreme Court ponders the Ailan 
Bakke challenge to the admissions licies of the 
University of California Medical School, the signs are 
Clear that blacks face an ever graver threat in other 
developing cases. : 

Leading opponents of such affirmative actidn 
programs as that at Davis program had attempted to 
mute the extent of their invidious challenge by maintain- 
ing that they opposed only “quotas” but supported the 
principle to provide more jobs and educational oppor- 
tunities to minorities. . 

The contradictions were clear to the NAACP. and 
its supporters. But many former civil rights allies c@n- 
tinued their skillful confusion of “quotas,” which limits, 
with affirmative action programs that set goals but no 

cutoff points. 

Partly as a result of the Bakke challenge and the \- 
ting furor over special university admission programs for 
minorities, white males are challenging affirmative
